It was shown that in 1S70 


there were III farms In the newly- 
settled territory of Idaho. That by 
means of crude Irrigation the aggre- 
gate cumber of farms In 1)00 had in- 
creased to more than 17.000. Today 
In that state are approximately 1.S33.- 
000 acres of Irrlg^?! lands cnder cul- 
tivation, with a total cf over «,OOO.OW> 
acres under irrigation canals await- 
ing the settler.

crops. The results of Irrigation are 
emphasized rear Boise. A highway 
skirts the foothills west of the town. 
To the right cf this highway are 
slopes of arid waste lands on which 
grow nothing

clover and alfalfa, berry patches and 
pastures lined with sunflowers. .
